DETAILED ACTION 

Examiner's Comments 

1. This action is in response to applicants after final amendment received 8/25/2008. The pending 
claims are now 1-2, 4-8 and 10-12. 

Reasons For Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The prior art of record fails to 
anticipate or show in combination all the features of applicant's invention: 

With respect to claim 1, applicant has combined the subject matter of claim 3 into the base 
claim. The invention now claims a power tool with air cooling and exhaust duct and a suction piece that 
guides cooling exhaust air by the duct, a dust box having a top wall with air holes and a base and 
wherein the dust box supports an air-tight hood in parallel but at a distance from the top wall. The 
amendment additionally adds the limitation that evacuation air is guided in the suction piece such that it 
is sealed off by a partition from the cooling-exhaust air flow. The prior art of record shows a power tool 
having a dust box, but does not comprise the novelty of a partitioned section that divides the exhausted 
air flow. It is the examiner's opinion that it would not have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in 
the art at the time of the invention to combine or modify the prior art in order to arrive at applicant's 
invention.
